their families through the Army Times, Navy Times, 
Air Force Times and other military publications. The 
brochure urges the liquor people and other prospective 
advertisers to “remember this is a youth market. This is 
a family market, full of young home makers.” 

Companies which regularly buy space in the Army 
Times Publications are listed in the brochure. Fifteen 
percent or twenty-four of a total of 160 advertisers are 
members of the liquor traffic. 

The sales pitch stresses “Remember more than % 
million men enter Service each year — and the same 
number return to civilian life. You can count on loyal 
customers for years to come if you sell them while they 
are in Service .. .” 

“This is a young market. Millions now in uniform 
are doing their own buying for the first time . . . Get 
them while they're young and you'll never lose them.” 





THE MAN WHO BETRAYED LINCOLN 
. . » FOR A DRINK 


Parker could have prevented the murder 


John F. 


of Abraham Lincoln. He was one of the six members 
of Washington’s Metropolitan Police Force assigned as 
the President’s bodyguards. After serving briefly in the 
Union Army, Parker joined the Police Force to avoid 
Mrs. Lincoln interceded for him when 
he was about to be drafted.

Today John F. Parker would be classified a chronic 
alcoholic. The day Booth shot Lincoln, April 14, 1865, 
Parker was drunk reporting for duty three hours late 
Had he been just a little later, or had he not reported 
at all, it is likely Lincoln's life would have been saved 
for Officer Cook, who Parker relieved, was a conscien 
tious officer.

After Lincoln and his party arrived Parker, 
who must have been aware of the broken lock, lost no 
time in leaving his post at the closed door. He went 


The lock on the door of Box in Ford's 


next door to Peter Taltavul’s Tavern and began a drink 
ing spree with some coachmen. Between 9 and 10 P.M. 
John Wilkes Booth entered the tavern and ordered a 
bottle of whiskey, prior to going to the theatre to assassin 
ate the President. At that time Booth was only a few 
feet from the man who was supposed to be guarding 
the Chief Executive. 

Apparently Parker did not even hear of the murder 
of Lincoln, for some time after midnight he staggered 
into a police station dragging a prostitute named Lizzie 
Williams. He had arrested the woman presumably be 
cause she had refused to grant her favors without pay 
ment. 

John F. Parker was never tried for his dereliction 
of duty. Neither is there any record of his having been 
questioned or censured for having left his post. He re 
mained on the force three years after Lincoln's death. 
During that time he was in constant trouble because of 
his drinking. In 1868 he disappeared leaving no further 
record.

Many dry leaders are confident that the decision of 
the Distilled Spirits Institute to relax its ban is just 
another indication that the liquor traffic has not learned 
its lesson. This latest evidence of the ruthless greed for

Our social mores have become such that many peo 
ple today drink because they do not know how to avoid 
it. They do not like liquor or its effect, but they dread
